No Fixed Reparation 
Sum Named in Treaty; 


Allies Reply Friday, 


Sharp Controversy Has Been Waged In Peace Conference During | 
Last Ten Days Over Problem of Reparation—Germany Must Sign 
or Reject Before June 18th—Main Clauses In Reply Explanations 
Rather Than Modifications, 


PARIS, June 11.—Distinct progress was reported tonight on the 


reply of the allied and associated governments to the German counter 


proposals and indications are that the reply will be ready for delivery 
on Friday. 

The Germans will be given five days’ limit for final action, which 
would therefore come on or before June 18. 

The main feature of this progress was an agreement regarding the 
reparation terms, which have been the subject of a sharp controversy 
during the past ten days. 

As finally adopted, the terms do not fix the definite amount of re- 
parations, but the commission is required to fix the amount within 
four months of the signing of the treaty, 

The main changes are explanations, rather than modifications, in 
order to meet the contention that the financial commission was vexa- 
tious, inquisitorial and infringed Germany’s rights to conduct her own 
finan *‘al affairs. 

Final action on Germany's request for admission to the league of 
rations has not yet been reached, but the discussion is declared to be 
tending toward an accord. 

President Wilson fought strenuously to include a fixed total sum 
in the reparations clause and the close of the discussion leaves him un- 
changed, it is said, in the belief that it is the best plan.

Reports Received by Dominion 
Government Bureau of Statis- 
tics from Experimental 
Farms Supts. 


Ottawa, June 10—The following 
telegrams on crop conditions have 
been received by the Dominion bur- 
eau of statistics from the superin- 
tendents of the Dominion experiment- 
al farms and from the Saskatchewan 
department of agriculture:— 

Prince Edward Island, 


Charlottetown—May temperature 
normal, fine weather prevailed last 
week. Seeding general on the 18th. 
Seventy-five per cent. grain and 25 
per cent, potatoes planted at close of 
month. Hay prospects good. 


New Brunswick, 

Fredericton—May cold and gener- 
ally dry, facilitating seeding. Grain 
all seeded and potatoes mostly plant- 
ed in upper St.. John valley. More 
Precipitation in eastern section of 
province preventing seeding. Grass 
looks well, and fall rye at experl- 
mental farm is 8 feet high and head- 
ing. Fall. wheat also looking well. 
Live stock all on pasture at end of 
month, 

Quebec, 


Ste, Anne de la Pocatiere—Spring 
backward eastern Quebec; May rath- 
er cool and wet; first tillage on 8th. 


Seeding hardly possible before 15th; 
became general 20th. Only 80 per 
e@nt. grain and potatoes in ground to 
date. Meadows wintered well; clover 


very promising. Fruit trees wintered

Lennoxville—An average acreage 
has been sown to grain his season 
with smaller percentage of wheat 
than last two years, but an increase 
in other grains and forage crops.

Sir,—So many writers have advanc- 
ed theories for the labor unrest 
present prevailing that it is with some 
ditfidence that 1 approach the sub- 
Jdect, 

The consensus of opinion among 
those writers seems to be that the 
high cost of living is the chief cause, 
and that this is owing to the scarcity 
of commodities and a world short 
age of food, The remedy proposed by 
these writers with apparent unanim- 
ity is “production,” A change of 
language sometimes occurs in their 
writings, but the idea is the same 
throughout, Some of these writers 
base their deductions on figures re 
cently published by the Canadian 
trade commiss on, but on examina- 
tion of which there is no warrant for 
their conclusion of a shortage of 
food. The last to join in this chorus 
of writers is Mr. C. Howard Smith, 
chairman of the Montreal branch of 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ asseci- 
ation. In hig address at the annual 
meeting of that body in Montreal, he 
says: “The cause of the labor un- 
rest is the high cost of food, and other 
necessary commodities, due largely to 
a world shortage.” 

Another class of writers, while not 
stating positively that there is a 
shortage of food, say that the law of 
supply and demand must govern to- 
day as at a!l times, and that there is 
no remedy for the high prices of liy- 
ing outside of that ancient law. 

The high cost of living no doubt is 
the cause, but permit me to say that

In the face of these 
facts their remedy “production” for 
high prices is illogical. 

The high prices being based on the 
theory of shortage, which does not 
prevall, the law of supply and de- 
mand has no application, as the de- 
mand is not based on the actual sup- 
ply, but on an assumed shortage of 
supply, and thereby an unnatural de- 
mand !s created. Statements of 
shortage of food and prophecies of ad- 
vancing prices always induce advance 
in prices. The law of supply and de- 
mand in times of war and stress may, 
like any other law, become suspend- 
ed, but otherwise !t is a sound law 
where the actual demand is based on 
the actual supply, but let either one 
be fictitious as in this case, then the 
law does not prevall. Not only did 
the war suspend the operations of the 
law of supply and demand, but our 
modern cold storage plants and ele-

There are 
two outstanding theories 
the first, that production during war 
time was expensive, and possibly 
much of that produced at that time is 
atill available and the producers or 
holders cf that product demand in- 
fiuted war prices for the commodi- 
ties in time of peace—they want to 
make a profit. This should not be 
allawed. The country should get back 
to the principle of supply and de- 
mand, and not hold-over war prices. 
The purchaser or producer of com- 
modities at Irflated war prices, 
should not be preferred to the poor 
consumer unable to obtain the neces- 
saries o2 life owing to being held at 
inflated war prices. 

The other thecry is that this exces- 
sive and constant reiteration of food 
shortage is part of the plan of the 
food gambler, the profiteer and the 
speculator. With wheat for the 
whole world a glut in the market, 
other commodities In excess of pre- 
war times, and the people compelled 
to pay such extravagant pices for the 
necessities of life, the conclusion 
seems inevitable that there |s some 
restraining influence controlling the 
price 

It is authoritatively atated that the 
war hag made many millionaires, and 
many substantial fortunes, and at the 
same time brought advances !n prices 
to the consumer out of all proport.on

In your reply 
to W. M. M. in today’s edition you 
state that a soldier is exempt for two 
years after his discharge. Am I ex- 
empt for two years on my three lots? 
| Also, can I claim any of the money 
paid during 1915-16-17-18? H.A. 

The only property exempt from tax- 
jation is the soldiers’ home property. 
In your case it is the property upon 
|} which the house in whrch you live, is 
built. You are entitled to a refund 
of the taxes paid by you or on your 
behalf, on this property, since you en- 
| listed. The refund will not be paid 
Jin cash, but will be applied in pay- 
ment of other taxes owing by you at 
the present time or if you do not owe 
j}any taxes to the city, it will be ap- 
| plied on future taxes.

On motion of Mr, K. W, Blackwell, the President, Sir H. Montagu Allan, 
was asked to take the chair. 

Mr. J. M. Kilbourn was appointed Secretary of the meeting, and read the 
notice calling the meeting. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting were taken as read. 

The President, Sir H. Montagu Allan, then presented the Annual Report 
as follows: 


THE ANNUAL REPORT 


I beg to submit on behalf of the Directors the Fifty-sixth Annual State- 
ment of The Merchants Bank of Canada as at the close of business on the 
evening of the 30th April, 1919, together with a Statement of the Profits 
covering the relative period, 

Notwithstanding ever-mounting operating costs, the net profits resulting 
from the year’s business were $1,383,569.40, being an !ncrease over last year 
of $146,888.44, a showing which, I believe, you will regard with satisfaction. 

During the past year your Directors felt warranted ifn distributing an 
extra dividend of 1 per cent. and in placing the stock upon an 11 per cent. 
basis. No doubt their action in this respect will have your entire approval. 

The financial position of the Bank as reflected in detall in the Balance 
Sheet before you, will meet, I am sure, with your full approbation. 

Another Victcry Loan last autumn was generously subscribed to by the 
Bank's clientele throughout the country, their total subscriptions reaching the 
very large sum of $45,810,400, of which but $4,333,800 was made up of con- 
versions f:om previous issues. This left a net amount of $41,476,600 paid in 
cash through the six months’ period, and yet, despite this heavy withdrawal, 
our deposits for the year show the gratifying increase in total of $24,780,530, 
or 21.85 per cent. over last year’s figures, the Savings Department recelving 
$15,958,008 of this gain. 

Commercial Discounts have also grown apace, having increased $19,680,- 
4109 during the year, indicating that the earning power of the Bank has been 
well maintained and that we are, to the common good, lending our full sup- 
port to the agricultural and other producing Industries of the country. For, 
it may in truth be said, this important increase is made up of advances in one 
way and another towards assisting essentially productive industries through- 
out the Dominion. 

An issue of $1,400,000 of new stock has been made, but as the allotment 


was to Shareholders of record at 30th April, the matter will fall for reference 
more appropriately at next year’s meeting. Suffice it to say in the meantime 


that the new allotments are being satisfactorily taken up,—a large proportion 
indeed, having already been paid for in full in advance of the instalment 
dates. 

Since the signing of the Armistice on the 11th November last, we have 
opened numerous Branches and Sub-Branches at points carefully selected 


Ino 


during the long period (ending with the Armistice), In which all the Banks 
maintained a strict embargo against branch extensions, These new fields of 
endeavor and profit are, in practically every case, realizing our expectations, 
and while the relative initial expense is not inconsiderable, we have every 
reason to believe we shall be rewarded by amply profitable results in due 


course. 

You will, 1 am sure, join with your Directors in extending to the members 
of the staff, one and all, a word of cordial appreciation for their loyal and 
efficient services, to which the measure of progress the Bank has enjoyed 1s 
in no small degree attributable, 

During the course of the year death removed our esteemed colleague, 
Mr. Andrew A. Allan, and in his untimely end the Bank has suffered a heavy 
loss, deeply deplored by all connected with the institution. He was a man of 
sound judgment and high principles, whose advice was at all times as valued 
as he personally was esteemed and respected. 

The vacant seat upon the Directorate has been filled by the appointment 
of Mr. Lorne C. Webster, a large shareholder !n the Bank and a man of wide 
business experience, connected with many important commercial enterprises. 

All the various officers of the Bank have been inspected during the past 
twelve months.

herent strength and ready ad- 
aptability to changed and chang- 
ing circumstances, 
“IT would like to take this op- 
portunity of thanking Mr, Black- 
well, the Vice-president, for the 
courteous and able manner in 
which he has performed the 
duties of President and presided 
over the annual meetings during 
my absence, and the efficient 
manner in which he has con- 
ducted the business of the Bank.

After the concise yet compre- 
hensive references and explana- 
tions made by the President in 
his address, which you have just 
heard, any attempt on my part at 
amplification with respect to the 
outturn of the year's operations 
in the matter of profits and to 
the general - financial statement 
would, Indeed, be superfluous and 
time-wasting. 

I will therefore, content myself 
by saying that I hope the situa- 
tion as reflected by the figures 
given will be satisfactory to all 
and measure up in full degree to 
the expectations and wishes of 
everyone interested in the Bank's 
progress. 

Last year you may remember, I 
said that you might entertain 
with full confidence the comfort- 
able assurance that the whole as- 
set column represented dollar for 
dollar in actual value. I take 
Pleasure in rejecting that assur- 
ance this year—and with double 
@mphasis, 

May I be permitted to add a 
few brief and sketchy words of a 
general character and interest? 

It ts with feelings of intense re- 
lfef that we now find ourselves 
gradually moving into peace 
times, leaving behind us that 
stressful period so darkened by 
the war's depressing shadows and 
under the dread pall of which we 
had become accustomed to live 
and to view things. But tn this 
transition period we cannot fall to 
realize that with the readjustment 
come many difficult problems, 
financial and otherwise, to face 
and solve. This, however, is a 
country of well-nigh boundless 
potentialities and we can, I 
think, whatever be the perplexi- 
tles of the moment, view the ul- 
timate future with every measure 
of confidence, 


.. Of the spirit and virility of the 
Canadian people, we have had 
abundant illustration during the 
past few years. That spirit has 
carried us through the difficulties 
of the war period; that spirit, I 
know, will enable us to meet the 
no less difficult and complex 
questions by which we are now 
confronted. Sanity and co-op- 
erative effort are all that are 
needed, Let reason reign, 

Reference was made last year 
to the paramount necessity of 
keeping the wheels of industry 
uninterruptedly moving, and to 
the major importance with that 
end in view, of developing along 
broad lines our export trade, to 
which, indeed, we must look in 
large measure for the carrying 
and ¢ventual liquidation of our 
war Indebtedness. 


Much has been done during 
the twelve months in preparation 
for realizing upon the exportable 
surplus of this country's raw 
materials, foodstuffs and manu-

the staff of this Bank is second

For a long period prior to the 
signing of the Armistice and 
during demobilization thereafter, 
the staff of the Bank was re- 
duced, indeed, to a veritable 
“thin red line,’ but while num- 
erically weak, the spirit was 
there in full strength and we 
were enabled as a result to con- 
serve and develop our business 
in the notably satisfactory man- 
ner reflected by the comparative 
figures shown. (Applause.) 

So much for that section of the 
staff, who, for one reason or an- 
other, were rendered ineligible 
for military service. Their’s is 
a record which we recognize with 
appreciation and view with pride 

As to those who joined the 
colors, you will be interested in 
knowing that from a staff of 
1,300 odd at the outbreak of war, 
enlistments numbered no less 
than 823, or roughly 63 per cent, 
of the whole, which must very 
nearly represent 100 per cent of 
the eligibles. (Applause.) 

Of those splendid young men, 
78 made the supreme sacrifice, 
87 were wounded, some more 
than once, and many received 
high decorations for valor and 
efficiency. 

To the memory of those whose 
bodies sanctify the soil of France 
and Flanders, we can but offer 
the highest tribute of reverential 
respect. 

And to those eligible for re- 
entering the service of the Bank 
we are finding positions upon 
a scale of remuneration which 
provides against their suffering 
any hardship in a monetary 
gense by reason of having joined 
the colors. In other words, we 
are giving to each and every man 
the same salary as when he left, 
plus such increases as would 
have followed in the ordinary 
course had he remained. 

To put it in a word, Gentlemen 
we are proud of our staff, one 
and all, and I am sure you will 


agrea with me that we have 
every reason to be proud of 
them.
